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Editorial  Comment 


The  Chesapeake  Association 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  has  withdrawn  from  the  \\x- 
ginia  Conference  and  the  Chesapeake  Association 
formed.  At  present,  the  institutions  which  are  members  of 
the  new  league  are:  Randolph-Macon,  Lynchburg  College, 
American  University  and  Bridge- 
water  with  the  prospect  of  St.  Johns, 
of  Maryland,  Haverford  and  Swarth- 
more,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  F'lon  and 
Guilford,  of  North  Carolina,  coming 
in  also. 

It  seems  that  insistence  of  the 
majority  in  the  Yirginia  Conference 
that  the  rule  against  freshmen  playing 
on  the  team  be  retained  was  the 
primary  reason  for  the  withdrawal 
of  Hampden-Sydney  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference,  and  the  for- 
mation of  the  new  Association.  Col- 
leges with  small  enrollments  are  felt 
to  be  at  a  distinct  disadvantage  with 
large  institutions  unless  they  are  per- 
mitted to  play  freshmen.  Without 
criticising  or  questioning  the  decision 
made  by  those  who  have  the  matter 
in  charge,  and  who  have  given  it 
most  careful  and  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, many  Alumni  will  regret 
that  after  the  coming  season  they 
cannot  look  forward  to  those  annual 
exciting  and  spirited  clashes  with 
Richmond  University,  Roanoke  Col- 
lege and  Emory  and  Henry.  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  has  not  been  on  our 
regular  schedule  for  some  time.    Now 

the   only    one    of    our    old    rivals    remaining    is    Randolph- 
Macon.

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W^ith  the  success  of  an  institution,  its  reputation  extend- 
ing out  in  ever-widening  circles,  students  come  from  greater 
and  greater  distances.  That  Hampden-Sydney  is  serving 
chiefly  Virginia  and  contiguous  states,  though  there  are 
students  from  many  other  and  distant  states,  and  that 
native-born  Americans  make  up  the  student  body,  is  strik- 
ingly shown  upon  glancing  through 
the  catalog  just  issued.  Good  Ameri- 
can names,  chiefly  Anglo-Saxon,  well- 
known  and  familiar,  make  up  almost 
the  entire  roster.  There  are  not  more 
than  one  or  two  names  in  the  entire 
list  that  have  not  been  well  known 
in  this  country  for  generations. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  Col- 
lege closes  its  doors  to  those  whose 
parents  have  come  from  other  lands 
but  it  does  show  homogeneity,  which 
is  unusual  at  this  time,  when  in  the 
mere  reading  of  the  names  of  football 
teams  from  our  various  universities 
and  colleges,  one  wonders  whether  he 
\\ould  not  find  practically  the  same 
names  in  a  Polish,  Russian  or  Italian 
uni\ersity. 

Here  there  is  no  religious  or  racial 
test  beyond  the  exclusion  of  the 
negro,  but  the  school  is  patronized 
almost  exclusively  by  the  native-born, 
many  of  the  students  being  sons  or 
grandsons  or  other  relatives  of  former 
students.  This  very  fact,  no  doubt,  is 
one  of  the  compelling  reasons  which 
causes  parents  to  desire  to  enter  their 
sons  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  the 
Alumni  are  entitled  to  feel  a  pride  in 
the  thought  that  in  Hampden-Sydney  we  have  an  honest- 
to-goodness  American  institution. 


Hampden-Sydney,  the  School  of 
the  Native  Born 

THE  establishment  of  educational  institutions  is  primarih' 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  facilities  to  acquire 
learning  to  those  in  the  section  in  which  the  institution 
is  located.  Certainly,  this  was  the  case  when  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  other  old  institutions  were  founded  and  when 
transportation  was  difficult  and  one  hundred  miles  then 
\\  as  more  like  two  thousand  as  conditions  are  to-day. 


Class  Reunions 

AT  ITS  first  meeting,  October  24,  1931,  the  Executive 
I  Committee  of  the  Alumm'  Association  adopted  the  plan 
of  holding  Class  Reunions  by  groups.  By  this  method, 
classes  that  were  in  College  together  hold  their  reunions 
simultaneously  and  over  a  period  of  twenty  years  each  class 
will  have  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  all  seven  of  the 
classes  with  which  it  was  associated  during  the  four-year 
period. 
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Tlie  Commencenient  ilatt-s  this  year  arc  June  4th-7th, 
with  June  6th,  ']\iesday,  designated  a.s  "Ahimni  Day."  The 
classes  holding  reunions  in  particular,  and  the  Alumni  in 
general,  are  invited  for  the  full  time,  but  if  only  a  part  of 
the  time  can  be  given  to  our  Commencement  occasion, 
Tuesday,  June  6th,  is  The  Day.  The  classes  up  for  reunion 
this  time  are:  1890,  '91,  '92  and  '93;  1909,  'lO,  '11  and  '12; 
1928,  '29,  '30  and  '31.  This  latter  group  has,  in  keeping 
with  a  policy  inaugurated  a  few  years  ago,  its  own  life 
officers  who  will  see  that  its  nwu  roster  returns  for  the 
reunion.  The  Class  of  1910  likewise  has  life  officers  and 
if  any  of  the  other  classes  took  this  step  at  an\-  time,  the 
Alumni  (Office  will  be  glad  to  hear. 

While  Jhe  Hill  is  still  without  hotel  facilities,  excellent 
hostelries  are  in  Farmville,  which  good  town  is  now  only 
ten  minutes  by  fast  time  and  fifteen  by  moderate  speed  from 
the  campus.  If,  however,  there  are  those  who  desire  to  be 
"boys  again"  and  stay  in  the  old  Dorms,  the  College  will 
have  rooms  ready  and  meals,  too,  in  the  Dining  Hall,  located 
in  \'enable  Hall   ("Old  Seminary  Building"). 

KIsewhere  in  this  issue  are  the  names  of  class  officers 
and  likewise  the  names  of  those  who  have  agreed  to  help  get 
back  "their  crowd."  The  editor  trusts  there  will  be  a 
ready  response  to  the  efforts  put  forth  to  gather  the  clans 
for  reunion  at  our  Commencement  this  vear.

From  the  Dean's  Office 

THERE  was  the  usual  wailing  following  the  inter- 
mediate examinations  and  much  loud  talk  about  the 
hardest  e.xaminations  that  had  ever  been  put  up  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney and  about  the  luiusual  number  of  failures. 
Strange  to  say,  most  of  the  talk  was  from  those  who  failed. 
Those  who  passed  did  not  seem  to  mind  the  hard  examina- 
tions and  were  not  especially  concerned  about  the  number 
who  failed. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  reports  were  fully  as  good  as 
usual. 

The  first  honor  roll,  consisting  of  those  averaging  eighty- 
five  or  more  with  no  grade  below  eighty,  was  made  by  four- 
teen seniors,  nine  juniors,  se\cnteen  sophomores,  and  fifteen 
freshmen. 

The  second  honor  roll,  consisting  of  those  averaging 
eighty  or  more  with  no  grade  below  seventy-six,  was  made 
by  ten  seniors,  nine  jimiors,  ten  sophomores,  and  twelve 
freshmen. 

Fifty-five  men  on  the  first  honor  roll,  forty-one  on  the 
second.  Total,  ninety-six,  out  of  a  student  body  of  317,  or 
a  little  o\er  thirty  per  cent.     This  is  a  record  figure.

FORENSICS 

By  D.  M.  All.ax 

THE  cross-fire  of  forensic  bombardment  is  being  con- 
centrated this  season  mainly  upon  the  relative  merits  of 
capitalism  and  socialism.  Shades  of  our  Founders!  Socialism 
at  Hampden-Sydney?  Let  us  hasten  to  soothe  by  saying  that 
it  is  not  Marxian  socialism,  nor  red  communism,  nor  deep- 
dyed  syndicalism,  that  is  being  agitated  within  our  ancient 
walls  but  the  "pink"  socialism  of  Norman  Thomas.  Since 
that  gentleman  polled  only  about  one  out  of  every  forty 
votes  in  the  last  presidential  election,  it  is  an  uphill  task  for 
the  afHrmative  to  out-Thomas  Thomas  and  convince  the 
average  trio  of  judges  that  their  Utopia  is  sound  and  work- 
able. Few  of  these  solid  citizens  who  gravely  listen  are 
really  open-minded  on  the  question.  Yet  we  have  a  clever 
team  consisting  of  William  P.  Jones,  '33,  and  John  I. 
Armstrong,  '35,  who  so  vividly  painted  the  injustice,  the 
ruthlessness  and  the  bankruptcy  of  the  present  system  of 
capitalism  and  the  truly  Christian  justice  of  socialism  that 
a  very  critical  critic  judge,  capitalist  from  the  cradle,  cried 
out:  "Almost  thou  persuadest  me  to  be  a  Socialist,"  and 
cast  his  vote  for  the  affirmative.  We  also  have  a  formidable 
negative  team,  consisting  of  R.  Donald  Carson,  '33,  and 
Roger  A.  Young,  '^2>y  \\\\o  can  so  plausibly  extol  capitalism 
and  expose  socialism  that  they  usually  win  without  serious 
difficulty. 

The  odds  in  this  question  are  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
our  negative  teams  have  won  twice  as  often  as  our  affirma- 
tives. To  date  we  have  tied  with  Roanoke,  winning  the 
negative  here  and  losing  the  affirmative  over  the  radio,  lost 
to  Lynchburg  and  Bridgewater  (the  latter  our  strongest 
opponents)  and  won  twice  from  the  fair  and  fluent  amazons 
of  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College.  Despite  the  heavy 
odds,  inidergraduate  enthusiasm  is  easily  enlisted  in  the  ven- 
turesome idealism  of  the  socialistic  program  while  debaters 
have  almost  to  be  begged  to  defend  the  saner  but  somewhat 
tarnished  cause  of  capitalism.     \  his  question  goes  to  the  very 


heart  of  modern  life,   is  a  liberal   education   in   itself   and   is 
full  of  forensic  surprises. 

The  current  schedule  will  run  to  fifteen  debates.  In 
April  the  best  debaters  will  wax  peripatetic  and  tour  the 
South,  winding  up  with  Winthrop  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia.  So  extensive  a  schedule  has  made  it 
necessar\'  to  have  a  Second  Squad  who  will  be  used  as  sub- 
stitutes and  gradually  promoted.  Three  promising  freshmen 
who  have  made  this  Second  Squad  are:  J.  W.  Eure,  A.  L. 
Jones,  C.  S.  Jones.  The  name  of  Jones  seems  to  be  one  to 
conjure  with  since,  in  addition  to  these  two,  Plummer  F. 
Jones  was  our  ace  of  debaters  last  year  and  W.  P.  Jones 
is  starring  this  year.  Montgomery  and  Bagwell  are  new 
debaters  of  imusual  promise.  Jester,  Young,  Carson  and 
Armstrong  are  carrying  on  the  traditions.  The  latter  two 
are  outstanding,  Carson  for  forceful  presentation  and  Arm- 
strong for  fine  radio  performance  and  keen  rebuttal.  Manager 
^Voodrow  Wilson  Macke\  is  administering  our  pathetically 
small  forensic  appropriation  with  rare  sagacity.  Despite  its 
far  travels,  debating  is  financed  on  a  tiny  fraction  of  the 
funds  allotted  to  student  publications  and  the  major  sports. 
Due  also  to  lack  of  lucre  our  library  facilities  are  so  deficient 
that  our  debaters  are  forced  at  times  to  make  trips  to  Rich- 
mond and  other  cities  for  research.  We  owe  much,  however, 
to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  Miss  Emma  C.  Venable,  the 
College  Librarian,  who  is  idealh'  helpful.  In  general,  the 
opportunities  for  training  in  public  service  given  by  forensics 
and  the  enthusiasm  of  students  for  it  are  to-day  imsurpas.sed. 


DRAMATICS

THE2  FALL  production  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Jongleurs  was  again  one  with  the  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, in  Farmville.  Under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Leola 
Wheeler,    dramatic   coach    at   our   sister    institution,    a   cast 
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selected  from  the  two  organizations  gave  a  most  successful 
presentation  of  A.  A.  Milne's  The  Dover  Road  on  the  even- 
ing of  December  2d.  Four  male  parts  were  played  by 
Hampden-Sydney  men.  E.  C.  Bell  and  Edward  Pool,  who 
have  appeared  on  the  Farmville  stage  several  times  before 
and  always  with  credit,  gave  their  usual  fine  performance. 
Merle  Smith,  who  revealed  splendid  possibilities  in  a  playlet 
of  last  spring,  surpassed  expectation  in  his  spirited  rendition 
of  a  difficult  role.  The  leading  part  was  played  with  tact 
and  ease  by  a  newcomer  to  the  Hill,  Raymond  Gordon,  of 
the  Class  of  '36.  The  ladies  of  the  State  Teachers'  College 
presented  their  lines  with  their  customary  grace  and  finish. 
The  entire  performance  was  of  a  superior  sort  and  distinctly 
entertaining. 

The  play  was  repeated  before  a  large  audience  in  the 
State  Teachers'  College  Auditorium  on  Founder's  Day, 
March  llth.  In  the  absence  of  Merle  Smith  the  part  played 
by  him  was  taken  by  Jack  McCurdy,  who  had  also  appeared 
in  last  spring's  program.  Though  handicapped  by  scanty 
time  for  preparation,  he  played  with  force  and  discrimination. 

At  present  the  Jongleurs  are  planning  a  spring  appearance 
in  the  local  auditorium.  It  will  probably  be  a  program  of 
one-act  plays,  the  main  piece  to  be  Moliere's  The  Doctor 
in  Spite  of  Himself.  Other  plays  under  consideration  are  a 
dramatic  interlude  by  Arthur  Hopkins  and  comedies  of  St. 
John  Hankin  and  Maurice  Baring.  This  program,  which 
is  to  be  given  in  the  latter  part  of  April,  or  a  similar  one 
to  be  developed  later,  may  be  offered  to  Alumni  and  visitors 
during  Commencement  Week. 

The  Jongleurs  are  still  greatly  handicapped  by  a  lack 
of  facilities  for  the  preparation  and  staging  of  their  plays. 
There  is  much  needed  :  An  adequate  stage  and  a  workshop 
and  certain  dramatic  courses  in  the  curriculum  to  parallel 
outside  activities.  It  is  regrettably  true  that  the  talent  we 
possess  does  not  have  the  opportunity  to  realize  its  possibilities 
to  the  fullest. 

Some  Academic  Silver  Linings

AMONG  the  astonishing  features  of  the  everlastingly 
u  quoted  depression  is  the  country's  record  bill  of  health 
during  the  past  two  years.  If  the  devastation  of  material 
values  has  encouraged  "plain  living,"  has  it  also  engendered 
"high  thinking"?  While  we  know  of  no  reliable  statistics, 
there  seems  to  be  an  impression  among  college  deans  that 
the  past  two  years  have  seen  a  distinct  improvement  in 
academic  standards.  This  may  be  partly  due  to  better 
preparation  for  college  and  superior  quality  of  freshmen  ad- 
mitted. The  American  Council  on  Education,  which  ad- 
ministers the  testing  of  100,000  or  more  college  freshmen 
annually,  in  its  recent  report  notes  a  steady  increase  in  the 
medians  obtained  by  the  Psychological  Examination.  This 
is  attributed  to  gradually  raised  entrance  requirements.  Yet 
we  note  an  increase  of  fifteen  points  in  the  Hampden-Sydney 
median  from  last  year  to  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  not  raised  our  entrance  requirements.  Unless  the 
standard  test  is  easier  this  year,  a  remote  possibility,  it  ap- 
pears that  we  are  getting  better  college  material.  It  may  be 
indeed  poorer  along  specialized  lines,  such  as  ancient  language 
preparation,  and  yet  actually  better  in  general. 

But  there  is  another  factor.  A  strong  impression  prevails 
among  college  authorities  that  the  average  student  to-day  is 
more  serious,  that  he  realizes  better  the  sacrifices  that  have 
sent  him  and  that  he  is  more  anxious  to  fit  himself  qualita- 


tii'e/y  for  the  ever-increasing  competition  of  life.  The  intro- 
duction of  "qualitative  units"  for  graduation  may  well  have 
intensified  this  attitude.  The  old  idea  that  college  is  a 
jilace  where  a  young  gentleman  may  have  a  riotously  good 
time  and  still  make  good  in  the  professional  world  is  rapidly 
fading  for  the  simple  reason  that  standards  are  being  steadily 
raised  in  every  respectable  calling.  Witness  the  Pre-Medical 
Aptitude  Tests  by  which  the  medical  schools  are  striving  to 
weed  out  unworthy  aspirants  to  the  justly  haloed  M.  D. 
The  undergraduate  to-day  probably  works  harder  than  the 
collegian  of  ten  years  ago.    Let  the  cynics  smile ! 

Is  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  main  current  of  this  salutary 
stream?  Or  is  she  in  some  secluded  pool,  immune  from  the 
swiftly  moving  Zeitgeist f  From  1930  to  1 932  our  report 
cards  show  a  six  per  cent,  drop  in  the  average  number  of 
courses  failed  per  student,  or  more  exactly,  from  1.55  to 
1.46.  The  failures  of  1 930  were  twelve  per  cent,  less  than 
those  of  1929,  taken  at  midyear.  The  recent  February  re- 
ports show  a  slight,  namely  two  per  cent.,  increase  over  the 
same  period  last  year  but  this  is  entirely  due  to  freshman 
casualties.  The  curve  of  failure  has  on  the  whole  been  down- 
ward in  the  past  four  years.  Turning  to  the  brighter  side  of 
the  picture,  we  note  an  increase  in  percentage  of  the  student 
body  on  the  First  and  Second  Honor  Rolls  from  twenty-five 
per  cent,  in  1931  to  twenty-nine  per  cent,  in  1933.  Prior 
to  1 93 1  there  was  a  gradual  increase  with  minor  ups  and 
downs. 

An  idle  whisper,  spread  perhaps  by  the  Tiger,  has  gone 
abroad  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty  have  been  taking 
our  Who's  Who  record  too  seriously  and  wielding  the  fatal 
red  pencil  with  reforming  fury.  The  above  facts  show  that 
this  rumor,  ho\\ever  plausible,  is  perfectly  ungrounded.  It 
does  make  a  nice  alibi  in  the  day  of  wrath.  Nor  can  it  be 
supposed  by  those  who  know  them  that  our  faculty  members 
are  softening  or  faltering  in  their  great  task  of  upholding 
honored  traditions.  The  modest  but  undoubted  improvement 
in  grades  in  recent  years  is  most  probably  due  to  greater 
student  seriousness  as  reflected  elsewhere  and  also  to  the 
stimulus  of  honor  rolls  and  quality  units. 

There  is  a  pressing  problem,  however,  not  peculiar  to 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  that  is  the  high  rate  of  academic 
casualties  among  the  innocent  freshmen.  This  midyear  it 
was  1.9,  or  almost  two,  courses  failed  per  freshman.  Despite 
the  fact  that  twenty-five  made  the  Honor  Rolls,  all  too  many 
first-year  men  failed  on  three,  four,  five  and  six  courses. 
This  high  mortality  is  due:  I.  To  the  admission  of  a  small 
percentage  (5-8%)  of  freshmen  unfit  for  college.  2.  To 
distressingly  poor  methods  of  study.  3.  To  noisy  dormi- 
tories, airy  conclaves,  dialogues,  travelogues,  radiologues  and 
anything  but  monologues  with  the  midnight  oil.  It  is  timely, 
therefore,  to  propose:  First,  the  elimination  of  the  unfit  be- 
fore entrance  by  excluding  the  lowest  fourth  of  high  school 
graduating  rank  or  those  below  a  certain  intelligence  test 
deadline  or  preferably  by  both  criteria.  This  would  have 
eliminated  the  nine  freshmen  who  averaged  less  than  sixty- 
five  and  made  a  dismal  failure  of  last  session.  Second,  a 
system  of  supervised  study,  tutoring  and  academic  guidance 
for  all  failing  freshmen.  The  truly  tragic  wastage  of  money 
and  effort  under  the  present  "sink  or  swim"  system  makes 
some  such  remedy  imperative.  Third,  a  SA'stem  of  dormitory 
proctors  as  at  present  used  during  examinations  but  continued 
throughout  the  session.  To  abolish  the  third  category  of 
evils  above  mentioned,  however,  it  only  remains  to  revolu- 
tionize human  nature,  including  the  requisite  that  professors 
shall  make  even  their  driest  courses  both  interesting  and  chal- 
lenging.   May  the  millennium  come  quickly.

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Mrs.  Taliaferro's  School

AHOUT  1887,  Mrs.  Taylor  Taliaferro,  who  before  her 
.  marriage  was  Miss  Alary  Scott  Venable,  a  daughter 
of  Xathanial  H.  \^enable  and  Tennessee  Marr,  a  very 
cultured  woman,  desiied  to  open  a  private  school  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney for  the  children  of  professors  of  the  College  and 
the  Seminary  and  others  in  the  neighborhood.  Perhaps  she 
had  taught  a  few  children  at  her  house  prior  to  this  time. 
1  he  county  public  schools  in  these  days  afforded  most  in- 
adequate preparation  for  those  who  desired  to  enter  college 
or  pursue  their  studies  even  as  far  as  our  present  high  schools 
make  possible.  Moreover,  it  was  a  day  of  bad  roads  and 
long  before  the  advent  of  the  automobile.  A  public  school 
was  conducted  at  Worsham,  a  mile  from  the  nearest  house 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  those  living  at  the  extremity  of  the 
two  thoroughfares  passing  through  the  village  were  a  good 
two  miles  from  \\  orsham.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taliaferro  lived 
to  the  south  of  Hampden-Sydney  proper,  their  house  being 
between  one-half  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the 
village.  Mr.  Taliaferro  was  engaged  in  farming  and  their 
home  was  an  attractive  farmhouse  and  a  center  of  culture 
and  refinement,  Mr.  Taliaferro  himself  being  a  great  reader 
and  well-informed.  After  Mrs.  Taliaferro  left  Hampden- 
Sydney,  this  place  was  sold  to  some  colored  people  and  is 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  William  and  James  Brown. 

When  the  question  of  opening  such  a  school  was  imder 
discussion,  Dr.  James  F.  Latimer,  then  Professor  at  the 
Lhiion  Theological  Seminary  and  living  in  the  home  once 
that  of  Dr.  R.  1^.  Dabney,  now  occupied  by  Dr.  J.  H.  C. 
Winston,  came  to  the  rescue  with  the  tender  of  a  log  house 
\\hich  he  had  just  built  at  the  cost  of  $100.00,  to  the  right 
rear  of  his  house  and  a  little  back  in  the  woods.  He  had 
built  this  house  for  his  manservant,  but  it  had  never  been 
used.  This  house  was  a  one-room  affair  with  a  loft  above, 
but  the  room  was  of  fair  proportions  and  answered  the 
purpose  very  well.  It  was  reached  by  turning  to  the  right 
after  passing  Dr.  Winston's  garden,  where  a  farm  road 
turned  off  and  following  this  road  about  two  hundred  yards. 
This  log  house  remained  many  years  after  it  ceased  to  be 
a  schoolhouse  and  only  recently  did  it  finally  succumb  to 
neglect  and  decay.  Dr.  Latimer  had  a  number  of  children. 
Two,  at  least,  of  these  attended  this  school.  It  was  naturally 
very  convenient  for  them  and  they  usually  came  to  school 
from  the  rear  of  their  house,  passing  through  the  cow  lot 
for  the  purpose,  the  distance  being  scarcely  more  than  two 
hundred  yards.  The  cabin  was  well  constructed  and  heated 
by  a  big  fireplace.  The  wood  was  usually  provided  and  cut 
in  proper  lengths  under  Mrs.  Taliaferro's  direction.  She 
often  built  the  iire  in  the  morning  herself,  but  my  recollection 
is  that  the  boys  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  keeping  it 
up  while  the  school  was  in  session.  School  opened  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning  with  each  pupil  reading  or  reciting 
a  verse  from  the  Bible.  We,  of  course,  brought  our  lunch 
with  us  and  had  three-quarters  of  an  hour  at  midday  for 
recess  and  ate  our  lunch  under  the  trees  when  the  weather 
was  good,  otherwise  in  the  school  room.  School  lasted  until 
between  three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  we 
were  unfortunate  and  kept  in  for  some  delinquency.  Mrs. 
Taliaferro  took  pupils  who  were  beginners  and  carried  them 
to  a  point  that  they  were  reasonably  prepared  for  the  fresh- 
man class  in  college.  Though  she  was  not  a  strong  woman 
physically,  she  walked  across  the  hills  and  along  the  path 
through  the  woods  which  passed  over  streams  a  distance  of 
about  three-quarters   of   a   mile.    The   school  was   never   a 


large  one.  I  don't  think  she  ever  had  more  than  a  dozen 
pupils  at  a  time.  Among  those  were  the  following:  Mary 
Mcllwaine,  a  niece  of  Dr.  Mcllwaine;  Lizzie  Taliaferro, 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Conway  Taliaferro,  who  lived  in  what 
was  then  known  as  the  Stewards  Hall,  now  called  the  Alamo, 
where  her  mother  had  a  boarding  house,  her  father  conduct- 
ing a  store  which  was  located  almost  in  front  of  the  residence 
now  occupied  by  Professor  D.  C.  Wilson;  Alice  Hart, 
daughter  of   Mr.   J.    M.    Hart,   another  merchant;   Lizzie

Carrington,  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Georgia  Carrington,  who 
also  had  a  boarding  house  at  Hampden-Sydney;  Addie  and 
Jennie  \'enable,  of  Farmville ;  Tennie  Taliaferro,  a  daughter 
of  Mrs.  Taylor  Taliaferro;  Mary  Latimer,  daughter  of  Dr. 
J.  F.  Latimer;  Lillie  Terry,  of  Roanoke;  Ella  Moore, 
daughter  of  W.  R.  Moore;  Maia  B.  Brock,  daughter  of 
Professor  H.  C.  Brock,  and  Grace  Martin,  four-year-old 
daughter  of  Rev.  S.  Taylor  Martin,  and  the  following 
boys:  Alfred  J.  Morrison,  H.  Irving  Brock,  M.  G.  Latimer, 
Branch  Worsham,  Metauer  Worsham,  Seth  Halsey,  a 
brother  of  Judge  Don  P.  Halsey,  Ray  Moore  and  Robert  K. 
Brock.  The  average  attendance  during  the  years  that  the 
school  was  in  operation  was  ten.  We  had  only  a  small  play- 
ground right  in  front  of  the  school  under  the  trees  but  I 
think  we  had  enough  space  for  a  diminutive  diamond.  How- 
ever, as  we  never  had  enough  boys  to  make  up  even  one 
team,  most  of  our  play  consisted  in  pitching,  catching  and 
batting,  running  from  the  batter's  box  to  a  tree  and  return. 
The  woods  all  around  us  afforded  excellent  facilities  for 
playing  hide  and  seek.  Of  the  boys  who  attended  this  school, 
nearly  every  one  afterwards  entered  Hampden-Sydney  and 
some  of  them  made  high  records  in  that  institution.  Five 
of  the  eight  graduated,  two  with  first  and  second  honor, 
respectively.  The  school  was  in  operation  some  six  to  eight 
years,  after  which  Mrs.  Taliaferro  went  to  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  where  she  conducted  a  school  for  girls. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  the  old  pupils  who  are  now 
living  to  learn  what  became  of  the  teacher  and  their  school- 
mates. Mrs.  Taliaferro,  as  I  have  just  stated,  went  to  take 
charge  of  a  school  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  She  died  a 
number  of  years  ago.  Taking  the  pupils  as  I  have  named 
them,  Mary  Mcllwaine  married  Rev.  Samuel  Glasgow  and 
lives  at  Savannah,  Georgia ;  Lizzie  Taliaferro  went  with  her 
father  to  Roanoke,  \'irginia,  then  called  Big  Lick,  she  never 
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married  and  is  now  living  at  New  Rochelle,  New  York; 
Alice  Hart,  after  the  death  of  her  father,  carried  on  his 
store  at  Hampden-Sydney  until  this  was  disposed  of  to  the 
College.  This  building  was  pulled  down  and  The  College 
Shop  erected  on  the  site.  She  still  resides  at  Hampden- 
S>dney  with  her  mother  and  sister.  Lizzie  Carrington  went 
to  Cincinnati  with  her  mother  \\hen  the  latter  moved  there 
and  married  a  Professor  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati; 
Miss  Addie  V'enable  resides  in  Richmond  and  Miss  Jennie 
Venable  lives  with  her  brother,  Mr.  Woodson  Venable,  near 
Farmville;  Tennie  Taliaferro  accompanied  her  mother  to 
Birmingham  and  there  married  Mr.  Chiles  Clifton  Ferrell 
and  they  are  still  living  in  that  city;  Mary  Latimer  went 
first  to  Fredericksburg  with  her  mother  and  later  married 
Huestis  P.  Cook,  of  Richmond,  V^irginia,  where  she  now 
resides;  Lillie  Terry  only  attended  this  school  for  a  few 
months  and  I  am  not  certain  what  became  of  her;  Llla 
Moore  married  the  Rev.  George  H.  Rector  and  lives  at 
Herkeley  Springs,  West  Virginia;  Maia  H.  Brock  married 
Henry  C.  Thornton  and  lives  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina, 
and  Grace  Martin  married  (jeorge  L.  Walker  our  Alumni 
Secretary,  and  their  home  is  the  Old  Manse  at  Worsham. 
The  career  of  Alfred  J.  Morrison  is  known  to  most  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  institution.  He  graduated  with  second  honor 
in  the  Class  of  1895,  did  graduate  work  at  the  L'niversity  of 
\'irginia  and  later  received  his  Ph.  D.  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  He  was  really  a  brilliant  man  and  a  learned  one. 
He  was  the  author  of  several  historical  \vorks  and  his 
B'wijraphical  Diitioiuiry  of  Haiiipden-Si'dney  was  in  itself 
a  monumental  achievement.  He  occupied  the  chair  of  Latin 
at  Hampden-Sydney  for  several  years  and  then  resigned  and 
devoted  himself  exclusively  to  literary  pursuits.  He  was  a 
recognized  authority  on  all  matters  relating  to  Virginia 
history  and  was  on  the  eve  of  being  accorded  the  recognition 
which  he  deserved  when  he  was  struck  down  by  pneumonia 
in  the  City  of  Washington. 

H.  Irving  Brock  graduated  with  first  honor  in  the  Class 
of  1895  and  after  teaching  a  number  of  years  went  into 
newspaper  work,  first  with  the  Chattanooga  Times  at  Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee,  then  with  the  Neiv  York  Times,  New 
^"ork  City,  going  from  the  Times  to  the  New  York  Evening 
Post.  He  was  with  the  Post  when  he  entered  the  army  in 
191 7  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  At  the  termination  of  the 
War  he  returned  to  the  Neiv  York  Times  and  has  been  on 
its  editorial  staff  ever  since  and  is  the  author  of  a  number 
of  books  and  translations. 

M.  Gregg  Latimer,  while  at  College,  was  one  of  its 
best  athletes  and  ranks  among  the  foremost  pitchers  which 
the  College  has  ever  turned  out.  He  played  semi-professional 
ball  for  some  years  and  after  teaching  for  a  while,  took  up 
the  profession  of  law,  in  which  he  has  attained  great  success 
and  is  now  a  member  of  one  of  the  leading  law  firms  of  New 
^  ork  City,  that  of  Hawkins,  Delafield  and  Longfellow. 

After  a  few  years  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Branch  Worsham 
went  into  business  in  Bluefield,  West  Virginia,  where  he 
now  resides  and  his  brother,  Metauer  Worsham,  after  leav- 
ing college,  went  to  Atlanta,  where  he  became  a  prominent 
business  man.  Later  he  became  manager  for  R.  G.  Dunn  & 
Company,  in  Denver,  Colorado.    He  died  there  in  1919. 

Seth  Halsey  was  only  at  Mrs.  Taliaferro's  school  for  a 
short  time.  He  never  attended  Hampden-Sydney  and  after- 
wards went  on  the  stage. 

After  his  graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney,  Ray  Moore 
studied  medicine  at  the  University  College  of  Medicine, 
served  overseas  in  the  Worlil  War  with  the  rank  of  First 
Lieutenant,  came  back  to  his  native  state  and  after  practicing 


medicine  for  some  years  in  Charlotte,  came  back  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, where  he  is  now  the  college  physician. 

After  graduating  from  Hampden-Sydney  and  teaching 
for  several  years,  I  studied  law  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
and  have  been  practicing  my  profession  at  Farmville  ever 
since,  being  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Watkins  and  Brock. 

I  suppose  we  were  much  like  other  school  children,  doing 
the  same  things  and  guilty  of  the  same  offenses,  the  boys 
getting  into  fights,  teasing  the  girls  and  being  disciplined 
therefor.  I  recall  that  (iregg  Latimer,  a  well-grown  and 
healthy  youngster  with  an  exceedingly  alert  mind  and  a  pen- 
chant for  mischief,  was  frequently  in  conflict  with  the  rules 
of  the  school  and  I  think  was  dismissed  about  once  a  month 
to  be  reinstated  the  next  day.  His  urge  for  mischief  seemed 
to  be  irresistible.  As  I  have  just  stated,  the  path  which  Mrs. 
Taliaferro  followed  to  school  crossed  a  stream.  A  log,  flat- 
tened on  the  top,  was  thrown  across  it,  this  in  lieu  of  a 
bridge.  When  the  stream  became  high,  it  afforded  the  only 
means  by  which  it  could  be  crossed.  One  morning,  after  a 
heavy  rain  the  preceding  night,  Mrs.  Taliaferro  did  not 
appear  and  we  found  ourselves  enjoying  a  holiday.  It  was 
afterwards  discovered  that  the  log  had  been  removed  and 
since  Gregg  Latimer  and  the  two  Worsham  boys  had  been 
seen  in  that  vicinity  early  that  morning,  the  finger  of  sus- 
picion pointed  to  them.  However,  no  one  could  have  been 
more  surprised  at  the  failure  of  Mrs.  Taliaferro  to  come  to 
school  that  morning  than  were  Gregg  Latimer  and  his  con- 
federates, (rregg  now  reminds  me  that  his  father  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  both  to  Gregg's  advantage 
and  to  the  advantage  of  the  school  if  he  would  sever  his  con- 
nection therewith  and  receive  his  instruction  from  a  tutor 
at  home. 

I  recall  one  episode  while  I  was  at  this  school  pertaining 
to  myself.  I  had  secured  from  some  mail  order  house  a  set 
of  rubber  type  and  was  busily  engaged  in  printing  all  sorts 
of  things  and,  in  an  unguarded  moment,  complained  to  my 
father  that  the  set  of  type  was  incomplete  in  that  there  was 
but  one  "z,"  while  there  was  a  very  fair  supply  of  other 
letters.  "Ah,"  said  my  father  with  a  merry  twinkle  in  his 
eye,  "you  want  to  spell  'Lizzie'."  In  some  confusion,  I 
replied  that  I  could  not  spell  "lizard."  Whereupon,  he 
laughed  most  heartily  and  advised  me  that  one  "z"  was 
sufficient  for  that  purpose.  My  inability  to  spell  properly, 
however,  is  no  reflection  on  my  teacher.  There  were  dumb- 
bells in  those  days  as  there  are  to-day! 

I  recently  came  across  a  kodak  picture  taken  about  twelve 
years  ago  in  front  of  the  .school.  'Fhe  persons  shown  in  the 
group  are  standing  with  the  building  as  a  background.  They 
are  Miss  Alice  Hart,  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Thornton,  Dr.  A.  J. 
Morrison  and  myself.  The  picture  bears  this  not-too-modest 
legend : 

"Last  survivors  of  Mrs.  Taylor  Taliafirro's 
Scliool  at  Uainpdrn-Sydnry,  taken  in  front  of 
famous  old  scliool  huildinij  nv/ierc  many  distin- 
tjuislied  people  besides  those  in  ijroup  received  their 
primary  and  preparatory  school  education." 

Of  course,  this  was  written  facetiously.  Moreover,  it  is 
inaccurate  in  stating  that  these  four  were  the  last  survivors. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  as  far  as  I  recall,  only  three  or  four  of 
those  who  went  to  this  school  are  now  dead  and  at  the  time 
the  picture  was  taken,  I  hardly  think  that  more  than  one 
of  them  had  passed  away. 

I  believe  it  is  said  that,  in  this  country,  one  of  the  most 
valuable  assets  that  a  man  with  political  aspirations  can  have 
is  to  be  born  in  a  log  house  but  I  think  a  log  schoolhouse  is 
also   supposed   to   give   one   certain    peculiar   advantages.     In 
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;un  cwiit,  many  of  our  great  men  got  their  schooling  in  the 
old  field  schoolhouse  which  was  frequently  constructed  of 
logs.  I  do  not  know  that  any  of  Mrs.  Taliaferro's  pupils, 
notwithstanding  her  excellent  teaching  and  the  log  school- 
house  in  which  they  received  their  instruction,  ever  became 
eminent  but  I  think  that  they  average  up  pretty  well  with 
the  output  of  most  schools  and  none  of  them  as  far  as  I 
am  aware  has  brought  discredit  on  their  teacher  or  the  log 
structure  which  served  them  as  an  institution  of  learning.

MRS.  MARGUERITE  DU  PONT  LEE  has  presented 
to  the  Library  two  very  attractive  volumes:  Virginia 
(Ih'jsts  and  Vii-ginia  Ghosts  and  Others,  both  written  by 
herself.  In  the  first  volume,  the  authoress  has  collected 
"strange  happenings  within  the  borders  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  N'irginia — well  authenticated."  In  the  second,  she  in- 
cludes "additional  material  of  psychic  importance  in  \"ir- 
ginia,"  and  "in  addition  to  tales  of  N'irginia  ghosts,  evidence 
coming  from  other  quarters."  ]}oth  volumes  are  issued  from 
the  William  Byrd  Press,  of  Richmond,  are  handsomely 
lirinted  and  profusely  illustrated.  The  style  is  pleasant,  the 
tales  are  interesting  and  tell  much  of  the  history  of  the 
people  and  of  the  homes  mentioned.  The  Library  is  grateful 
to  Mrs.  Lee  for  her  gift.  This  kind  act  of  courtesy  on  the 
part  of  a  stranger  should  stimulate  Hampden-S\dney's  own 
luolilic  writers  to  similar  generosity. 

The  Library  has  received  a  copy  of  Continuous  Frames 
of  Reinforced  Concrete,  by  Hardy  Cross,  'o2,  Professor  of 
Structural  Engineering  in  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  col- 
laboration with  N.  D.  Morgan,  Associate  Professor  in  the 
same  institution.  The  book  consists  of  338  pages,  not  includ- 
ing preface  and  index,  and  is  published  by  John  \Vile\-  and 
Sons,  of  New  ^'ork,  and  Chapman  and  Hall,  of  London.  It 
is  highly  technical,  mathematical  and  illustrated.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  Professor  Cross  is  a  distinguished  graduate 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  was  once  a  tutor  here.  He  and 
his  brother,  Dr.  Tom  Pete  Cross,  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  were  outstanding  members  of  their  respective 
classes,  and  both  are  marked  men  in  their  several  lines  of 
professional  work. 

Mr.  William  F.  Worner,  Librarian  of  the  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  Historical  Society,  has  recently  issued 
a  book  of  interest  to  antiquarians.  Its  title  is  Old  Lancaster : 
Tales  and  Traditions.  The  contents  ranges  from  Arabian 
stallions  to  Daniel  Webster.  The  book  is  illustrated  «ith 
prints  of  old  advertisements  and  cuts  of  handsome  old  resi- 
dences. There  is  a  photograph  of  James  Huchanan,  but  a 
cursory  reading  did  not  reveal  stories  of  old  Thad  Stevens! 
A  copy  of  this  unique  volume  has  been  presented  to  the 
Library  of  the  College  by  Dr.  H.  W.  Prentis,  V^ice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Armstrong  Cork  Company.  Dr.  Prentis  has  his 
home  in  Lancaster,  but  he  is  of  good  old  Virginia  stock. 

Dr.  Alexander  W.  Weddell,  of  The  \^irginia  House, 
Richmond,  has  presented  to  the  Library  a  book,  which  he 
has  recently  printed  through  the  W^illiam  Byrd  Press,  called 
Richmond,    Virginia,   in    Old   Prints:   lyjJ-lSSy.    The  text 


of  this  volume  is  by  Dr.  Weddell;  Mr.  J.  L.  McElroy  is 
the  associate  editor,  and  there  is  a  Foreword  by  Dr.  D.  S. 
Freeman.  The  edition  is  limited  to  six  hundred  copies;  the 
copy  presented  is  number  sixty-four.  The  general  plan  of 
the  book  is  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  the  distinguished 
author's  Viryinia  Portraiture,  published  several  years  ago — 
a  unique  and  colossal  publication.  In  this  new  volume  there 
are  ninety-one  plates,  representing  various  phases  of  Rich- 
mond's history;  there  are  two  hundred  and  forty  pages  of 
text,  explanatory  of  the  plates  and  setting  forth  the  back- 
ground and  the  incidents  of  the  respective  periods ;  then 
follow  three  appendixes — Richmond  Directories,  Seals  of 
the  City  of  Richmond  and  Notes  on  Colonel  John  Nicholas, 
of  Buckingham  ;  a  general  index  of  seven  pages  rounds  out 
the  \olume.  The  whole  is  what  the  mid- Victorian  critics 
would  have  called  "a  sumptuous  volume."  The  prints — 
rare  and  beautiful  in  themselves — are  splendidly  reproduced  ; 
the  historical  material  is  interesting  and  presented  in  literary 
form;  the  presswork  is  excellent,  and  the  binding  is  worthy 
of  the  valuable  and  attractive  interior.  We  congratulate  the 
giver  on  his  success,  and  heartily  appreciate  the  gift. 

In  this  connection  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  make  reference 
again  to  the  valuable  gifts  made  to  the  Library  from  time 
to  time  by  A.  B.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  He  has  nearly  filled  two  alcoves  with  rare  and 
valuable  books  pertaining  to  United  States  history  and  to 
southern  annals.  Among  other  books — to  mention  only  a 
few — he  has  recently  given  two  sets  of  unusual  value,  the 
complete  writings  of  James  Madison  and  of  James  Monroe; 
the  former  set  consists  of  nine  volumes  and  the  latter  of  seven. 
The  "Dickinson  Collection"  has  cost  hundreds  of  dollars, 
and  covers  a  wide  range — history,  biography,  poetry,  fiction, 
reports  and  documents — and  touches  every  phase  of  southern 
life  and  literature.  \Vithout  Mr.  Dickinson's  kindness  and 
liberality,  the  Library  could  never  have  secured  a  collection 
of  such  usefulness  and  value.

Mr.  James  H.  Lindsay,  of  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  died  in 
Orlando,    Florida,    the    first   week    in    February,    from    complications 

following   an   attack   of   influenza.    Mr.   Lindsay   was   the   father  of 

Clark    Epting    Lindsay,    '17.     He    had    been    a    newspaper    man  in 

Charlottesville    for    forty    years,    and    had    always    been    active  in 

movements  for  civic  and   religious  improvement  in  his  city  and  in 
the  state. 

Dr.  Adam  T.  Finch  died  at  his  home  in  Chase  City,  \'irginia, 
on  February  22,  1933.  He  was  not  an  old  man;  but  he  had  done 
much  for  the  good  of  humanity  and  for  the  alleviation  of  want  and 
suffering.  Ciraduate  of  \'irginia  Polytechnic  Institute  in  1893, 
he  took  his  medical  course  at  the  University  of  \'irginia  and  at  the 
Polyclinic  in  New  York  City.  Teacher,  soldier,  physician,  friend. 
Dr.  Finch  lived  a  life  of  rare  usefulness.  An  editorial  in  the  News- 
Li-adrr  describes  him  well,  saying,  "In  all  the  many  things  which 
he  accomplished,  he  always  displayed  a  personality  that  was  rich, 
thoughtful  and  persuasive."  He  was  the  father  of  William  C.  Finch, 
'29,  now  a  student  in  the  Biblical   Seminary,   New  York. 

Henry  S.  Pointer,  '95,  died  at  Spring  Hill,  Tennessee,  in 
October,  1930.

William  Macon  Michaux,  '76(?),  died  in  Palestine,  Texas, 
August,  1932.  He  \vas  born  in  October,  1852.  It  was  through  his 
advice  and  influence  that  his  cousin,  Richard  \'enable  Michaux,  of 
North  Carolina,  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1871  instead  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  [Information  given  by  Mr.  H.  T. 
Langston,  Palestine,  Texas,  and  by  Mrs.  W.  W.  Scott,  Adako, 
North  Carolina. — Editors.] 

Rev.  J.  Sidney  Peters,  '88,  died  March  20,  1933,  following  an 
operation  for  brain  tumor.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  John  Peters 
and  Susan  Agnes  Lumsden,  and  was  born  at  Berkley,  Virginia, 
November  12,  1866.  Dr.  Peters  was  twice  married;  his  first  wife, 
whom  he  married  in  1886,  was  Miss  \'ictor  Margia  Brandon,  who 
died  Januar\'  12,  1903.  On  December  27,  1905,  he  inarried  Miss 
Sarah  Lee  Robertson.  There  were  children  by  both  marriages.  When 
only  twenty-one  years  old,  Mr.  Peters  represented  Campbell  County 
in  the  \'irginia  Legislature.  Having  studied  law,  he  was  about 
to  enter  upon  the  practice  when  he  decided  that  it  was  his  duty  to 
eTiter  the  ministry.  Dr.  Peters  was  active  at  all  times  in  the 
Prohibition  Movement  in  Virginia  and  was  the  first  Prohibition 
Commissioner  of  the  State.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Pastor 
of  the  High  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  Petersburg, 
\'irginia. 

Captain  Edward  Glenn  McGehee  died  at  his  home  at  Abilene, 
\'irginia,  on  February  5,  1932,  aged  eighty-seven.  He  was  one  of 
Prince  Edward's  best  known  and  most  useful  citizens.  He  served 
with  distinction  in  the  War  Between  the  States;  enlisting  as  a 
private  in  the  Charlotte  Company  of  the  Fourth  Virginia  Cavalry 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  promoted  from  time  to  time,  he  was  captain 
of  the  company  at  the  close  of  the  War.  He  served  his  State  well, 
too,  in  the  dark  days  of  Reconstruction,  prominent  in  all  matters  of 
public  interest — civic,  educational  and  religious.  For  sixty-five  years 
he  was  an  elder  in  old  Briery  Church  and  for  forty-five  years  he 
was   a   useful   meinber   of  the   district   and  county   school   boards. 

Captain  McCSehee's  wife  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Daniel  Woinack, 
whom  he  married  June  27,  1866.  These  "were  the  parents  of  the 
following  Ahnnni  of  Hampden-Svdnev;  Richard  P.,  '08,  F.  G.,  '04, 
J.  C,  '15.

Mrs.   Martha    Finley   White,   wife   of  Rev.   William   C.   White, 

D.  D.,  '80,  died  at  her  home  in  Churchville,  Virginia,  February  6, 
1932.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  George  W.  Finley,  '58,  and 
sister  of  Messrs.  A.  C,  John  B.  and  William  E.  Finley,  respectively 
of  the  Classes  of  1884,  1885  and  1894.  Dr.  White,  during  his  whole 
life  in  the  ministry,  has  been  pastor  of  only  two  fields,  and  has 
been  pastor  at  Churchville,  Virginia,   for  twenty-four  years. 

Emmett  Warren  Wall,  '06,  died  In  Washington,  D.  C,  January 
20,  1933.  He  was  a  lawyer  of  rare  attainments,  and  for  manv 
years  was  connected,  as  counsel  and  assistant  counsel,  with  the 
State  Tax  Board.  He  was  born  in  Farmville,  Virginia,  and  leaves 
both  paternal   and  maternal   relatives  in  Prince  Edward   County. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Llewellyn,  of  Newport  News,  Virginia,  died  in  Rich- 
mond, January  28,  1933.  He  was  the  father  of  J.  T.  Llewellyn,  Jr., 
a  prominent  and  promising  member  of  the  Class  of  1933,  to  whom 
The  Record  extends  warm  expressions  of  sympathy. 

William  Lucas  Bedinger,  '76,  died  at  his  home  in  Huntsville, 
Alabama,  on  December  18,  1932.  He  was  born  in  Boone  County, 
Kentucky,  July  16,  1856.  He  had  been  in  the  ministry  since  1883, 
when  he  \vas  licensed  by  the  Louis\'iIle  Presbytery.  Three  of  his 
brothers  are  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney:  B.  F.,  '75,  E.  W.,  '77, 
D.  L.,  '83.  Like  them  he  was  also  a  member  of  Delta  Deuteron 
Chapter  of  the  Phi   Gamma   Delta   Fraternity. 

John  Huske  I'illinghast,  '57,  died  at  his  home  in  Eastover,  South 
Carolina,  January  10,  1933.  For  some  time  he  had  ranked  as  the 
oldest  Episcopal  minister  in  the  country  and  as  the  oldest  chaplain 
in  the  Confederate  Army.  He  was  an  interested  friend  and  Alumnus 
of  Hampden-S\dne\'.  We  have  published  in  past  issues  of  The 
Record  many  notices  of  Mr.  Tillinghast  and  letters  from  him  con- 
taining interesting  facts  relating  to  his  youth  and  student  experiences 
at  College.  He  was  born  September  19,  1835,  and  thus  was  nearing 
the  century  mark. 

Mr.  Frank  F.  Rennie,  Sr.,  dieil  in  Richmond,  \'lrginia,  at  the 
home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Eason,  on  Januaiy  5,  1932,  in  his 
seventieth  year.    He  was  the  brother  of  Rev.  Joseph  Rennie,   D.  D., 
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'85,  \\\m  was  for  many  years  a  valued  Trustee  of  Ilampdeii-Sydney ; 
he  Nvas  the  father  of  F.  F.  Rennie,  Jr.,  '15,  of  the  Virginia  Dairy 
Company,  and  he  was  the  grandfather  of  J.  R.  Woody,  a  member 
of  our  present  Freshman  Class. 

Mrs.  Francis  Blunt  Scott  Allen  died  in  Richmond,  \'irginia, 
September  12,  1932.  She  was  the  mother  of  Francis  M.  Allen,  '94, 
Pastor  of  the  Clarksville,  Virginia,  Presbyterian  Church;  of  Dr. 
James  Edward  Allen.  '98,  President  of  Davis  and  Elkins  College; 
and  of  Mrs.  Michaux  Raine,  wife  of  Rev.  Michaux  Raine,  '00,  of 
Richmond,  \'irginia.  Mrs.  Allen  was  born  in  Prince  Edward 
County  and  \\'as  educated  at  the  old  Farm\'ille  Seminars',  where 
she  de\'eloped  her  native  remarkable  talent  for  music.  Hers  was  a 
useful  life,  and  association  with  her  xvas  a  benediction  to  all  who 
were   privileged   to   enjoy  it. 

The  father  of  Hoover  H.  Bear,  '29,  Mr.  John  F.  Bear,  died  at 
his  home  in  Churchville,  \'irginia,  November  20,  1932.  He  had 
been  a  ruling  elder  for  forty-three  years,  atid  clerk  of  the  session 
of  Lock  \Villo\v  Presbyterian  Church  for  thirty-six  \ears. 

Barr  Cushing  Averill,  '02,  died  September  3,  1932.  For  years, 
he  had  been  connected  xvith  the  Pure  Oil  Company,  in  the  CJraybar 
Building  in  New  York  City. 

Richard  Watkins  Carritigton,  '07,  died  very  suddenlv  in  Rich- 
mond, \'irginia,  January  25,  1933.  To  the  students  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  of  a  ((uarter  of  a  centur\"  ago  this  \\\\]  be  sad  news  indeed  ; 
for  in  his  student  da\'s  he  was  as  real  a  part  of  the  College  and 
community  life  as  any  man  who  ever  matriculated  here. 

Born  in  Richmond,  May  19,  1888,  he  was  the  son  of  Tazewell 
M.  Carrington,  Esq.,  and  Mrs,  Julia  Watkins  Carrington — both 
members  of  tlistlnguishetl  \'irginia  families — and  thus  in  his  veins 
(lowed  the  blood  of  \irginia's  best.  He  graduated  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1907,  and  later  studied  law  at  the  I'niversity  of  \'irginia, 
receiving  the  B.  L.  degree  in  19 10.  He  commenced  the  practice  of 
law  at  once  in  his  home  city.  His  conscientious  attention  to  business, 
his  clear  mind,  and  his  unswerving  integrity  soon  won  for  him 
recognition  at  the  bar  in  Richmond  and  throughout  the  State.  He 
served  in  the  CJeneral  Assembly  of  Virginia  with  distinction;  he 
represented  as  counsel  large  and  important  interests;  he  gave  freely 
of  his  time  and  strength  to  the  service  of  civic,  educational  and 
philanthropic  organizations;  he  was  a  useful  and  faithful  worker 
in  church  matters — superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  in  St. 
Paul's  Church  and  one-time  president  of  the  Men's  Association. 

His  charming  personality,  his  affectionate  disposition,  his  un- 
faltering loyalty  to  his  friends,  and  his  abounding  enthusiasm  bound 
men  to  him  as  with  hooks  of  steel.  His  life,  measured  in  \ears, 
was  short,  but  considered  in  terms  of  kind  deeds  and  willing 
service  "the  days  of  his  pilgrimage"  were  long  and  fruitful. 

His  wife  was  Miss  Delia  Davenport,  who,  with  three  childreii, 
survives.  To  them,  to  his  aged  father,  to  his  brothers  ('F.  M.  Car- 
rington, Jr.,  '11,  and  W.  'F.  Carrington,  '15)  the  editorial  staff 
of  The  Record  extends  heartfelt  and  loving  sympathv,  for  in 
"Dick"  Carrington's  death  we  have  all   lost  a  friend. 

We  regret  to  report  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  James  W.  Garber, 
of  Richmond,  father  of  Fhomas  W.  CJarber,  '34,  a  member  of  the 
Junior  Class  and  a  student  prominent  in  manv  college  activities.

There 
he  visited  Southern  College,  where  J.  Gray  McAllister,  Jr., 
'30,  is  making  a  very  favorable  impre.ssion  as  a  teacher  of 
mathematics.  AVith  (^ray  as  guide,  the  Secretary  had  his 
first  experience  of  wandering  through  a  citrus  grove,  plucking 
and  eating  to  pleasant  satiety.  ( Southern  College  appears 
to  be  situated  right  in  tiie  middle  of  an  immense  orange 
grove. ) 

In  Lakeland  there  was  an  opportiuiit\'  for  a  nice  visit 
with  the  city's  valued  comptroller,  Jeddy  Lee  Davis,  '01. 
If  there  is  anyone  with  li\elier  recollections  of  his  college 
days,  particularly  the  football  games  of  those  times,  we  have 
yet  to  meet  him. 

After  brief  stops  in  Tampa  (temperature  eighty-six  at 
2:  00  P.  AL  that  day)  and  St.  Petersburg  (the  road  signs  ir- 
reverently say  "St.  Pete"!),  we  ferried  Tampa  Bay  and 
headed  for  Venice.  This  place  claims  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  town  actually  on  the  Gulf — not  on  an  inlet  or  har- 
bor, but  on  the  big  gulf  itself!  For  me  this  distinction  had  no 
merit  in  comparison  with  the  fact  that  it  is  the  A\'inter  home 
of  the  Kentuck)  Military'  Institute,  whose  presiding  genius  is 
Colonel  C.  B.  Richmond,  '16.  The  first  week  of  January, 
"Rich"  picks  up  his  battalion  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  and 
moves  it  from  Lyndon,  Kentucky,  to  Venice,  Florida.  Here 
the  school  is  quartered  in  two  immense  and  wonderfully 
equipped  hotels,  built  in  the  boom  days  and  since  forced  to 
clo.se.  It  was  delightful  to  sojourn  with  "Rich";  to  meet  his 
family  and  staff,  and  to  have  an  opportimity  at  their  as- 
sembly of  bringing  the  greetings  of  the  College  to  his  school.

Marion;  of  skimming 
down  the  Atlantic  seaboard  through  Daytona  (the  beach 
was  not  right  for  Sir  Malcolm  that  particular  day!)  and 
*o  on  to  Indian  River  City  where  there  is  really  no  city;  of 
cutting  across  to  Orlando  ;  and  of  the  pleasant  evening  with 
Doctor  Dabney  and  his  household  in  Winter  Park,  hard  by 
Orlando.

Hampden-Sydney's  First  Uniformed 
Baseball  Team 

By  J.  D.  Eggleston 

IN  THE  November,  1884,  issue  of  the  Ilainpden-Sydney 
Magazine,  appears  the  following  account  of  a  very  ex- 
citing game  of  baseball  between  the  Hampden-Sydney  team 
and  the  team  of  the  L^nion  Theological  Seminary  on  the 
Seminary  grounds  at  Hampden-Sydney: 

"On  Saturday,  September  the  20th,  'The  Hampden-Sidney 
Baseball  Nine'  played  the  first  nine  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
on  the  Seminary  grounds.  The  evening  was  very  fine  for  playing, 
%vith  the  exception  of  the  heat.  More  ladies  than  usual  attended  the 
game.  The  game  was  called  by  the  umpire  at  the  end  of  the 
eighth  inning  on  account  of  darkness.  The  score  showed  the  follow- 
ing result:

"Along  toward  the  middle  of  the  game  was  witnessed  some  of 
the  prettiest  playing  ever  seen  on  the  Hill,  each  side  'blanking' 
the  other  several  times  in  succession.  It  may  interest  some  to  know 
the  members  of  the  first  nine  for  this  term.  They  are  as  follows: 
C.  C.  Lewis,  Captain  and  first  base;  F.  T.  McFaden,  catch  or  left 
field;  H.  T.  Graham,  pitch;  W.  S.  Friend,  shortstop;  J.  B.  Finley, 
second  base;  R.  M.  Hall,  third  base  or  center  field;  J.  W.  Adams, 
third  base  or  center  field;  W.  B.  Hopkins,  catch  or  left  field;  J.  P. 
Holladav,  right  field.  The  club  has  new  uniforms,  consisting  of 
white  caps,  white  shirts,  white  knee  pants,  with  red  stripes  and 
red  stockings." 

Through  the  courtesy  of  one  of  the  members,  The 
Record  is  able  to  publish  a  picture  of  this  team.  From  left 
to  right  they  are :  W.  S.  Friend,  shortstop ;  J.  Porter  Holla- 
day,  right  field ;  W.  B.  Hopkins,  left  field ;  C.  Cameron 
Lewis,  Jr.,  first  base  and  Captain ;  F.  T.  McFaden,  catcher ; 
Joel  W.  Adams,  center  field  ;  H.  Tucker  Graham,  pitcher ; 
R.  M.  Hall,  third  base,  and  J.  B.  Finley,  second  base.  The 
authority  for  the  "placement"  of  each  member  of  the  team 
is  C.  C.  Lewis,  Charleston,  West  \'irginia.  He  says  in  a 
letter,  "I  find  in  my  collection  the  baseball  picture  to  which 
you  refer.  On  the  back  of  same  I  find  the  team  listed  as 
follows:  (He  then  gives  names  and  places  as  above).  The 
picture  was  taken  December,  1884,  by  Boyce,  of  Norfolk, 
\'irginia." 

Dr.  H.  Tucker  Graham  wrote  that  he  thought  the 
picture  was  taken  in  the  fall  of  1885,  and  it  seems  from  his 
letter  that  he  was  then  Captain,  as  well  as  pitcher.  Dr. 
Graham  writes,  "McFaden  was  the  only  man  who  wore 
gloves,  and  he  had  only  mitts  that  covered  the  ball  of  the 
hand  and  half  the  fingers.  I  had  no  curves,  but  threw  very 
hard  and  straight,  and  McFaden  was  always  on  the  spot."

W.  S.  Friend  writes,  "I  always  played  shortstop  before 
I  went  to  Hampden-Sydney.  For  the  life  of  me,  I  cannot 
recall  where  I  played.  I  think  we  swapped  around.  John 
Finley  and  R.  M.  Hall,  I  think,  played  in  the  field,  and 
maybe  I  did  too,  if  Hopkins  was  shortstop.  The  thing  has 
just  faded  out  of  mind." 

Dr.  R.  M.  Hall  writes,  "Yours  about  the  pre-historic 
baseball  team  and  its  activities  received  this  morning,  and 
contrary  to  my  usual  custom,  I  am  answering  at  once.  One 
day  during  the  early  fall  of  1882,  Stockton  IVIosby,  the  big 
baseball  boss  at  that  time,  watched  me  catch  a  few  balls, 
put  me  over  on  first  base,  drove  a  few  hard  ones  to  me,  no 
gloves  those  days.  I  did  not  miss  one,  and  he  said,  'There  is 
my  first  baseman,'  and  there  I  played  through  College  and 
then  through  my  Seminary  course.  If  I  remember  correctly, 
Cam  Lewis  played  second.  Tucker  Graham  was  pitcher  and 
McFaden  catcher.  'Them  wuz  great  days,'  and  we  had  some 
great  games  with  the  Seminary.  I  have  some  very  vivid 
recollections  of  some  of  the  happenings  on  the  battlefield, 
especially  of  the  time  Henry  Lacy  knocked  out  a  homer, 
breaking  a  tie,  2  to  2,  with  the  Seminary,  and  Dr.  Mc- 
Ilwaine's  excitement  in  connection  therewith.  I  have  the 
same  picture  to  which  you  refer." 

It  would  seem  from  these  various  statements  that  "Billy 
Friend"  is  right  in  saying,  "I  think  we  swapped  around." 

Anyway,  it  was  a  great  team.  All  are  living  except  J. 
Porter  Holladay,  who  graduated  in  18S7,  taught  school  with 
great  success,  and  then  entered  business,  and  died  at  Rapidan, 
Virginia,  September  6,  1894,  and  John  B.  Finley,  who 
dropped  out  of  College  a  part  of  one  session,  returned  and 
graduated  in  1885;  became  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  later  of  the  Senate  of  West  Virginia, 
\\here  he  was  one  of  the  leading  members.  He  was  success- 
ful as  a  business  man  and  was  for  many  years  Regent  of 


the  University  of  ^Vest  V^irginia.  Later  he  was  Secretary  of 
the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Bank  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  in  the  real  estate  business  in 
Sandston,  a  suburb  of  Richmond,  \^irginia. 

C.  C.  Lewis  is  a  prominent  business  man  in  Charleston, 
West  Virginia ;  W.  S.  Friend  has,  for  many  years,  been  in 
business  in  Covington,  \^irginia,  and  J.  W.  Adams  in 
Fredericksburg,  Virginia.  W.  B.  Hopkins  is  a  Judge  in 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas;  R.  M.  Hall,  F.  T.  McFaden  and 
H.  T.  Graham  are  among  the  most  distinguished  ministers 
in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  and  H.  T.  Graham, 
as  is  well  kno\\n,  was  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  1908- 
1917.
